PARNELL AT THE HELM. 


THE IRISH LEADER ONCE MORE DIRECTING 
HIS PARTY. 


The Crimes Bill—Giladstone’s Intimation— 
The Afghan Muddle—A Mine Horror in 
Germany—The Anglo-Turkish Conven- 
tion—Russian Diplomate Dismissed—The 
Garibaldi Anniversary—Evictions in Ire- 
land—Foreign News.

LONDON, June 8.—Parnell has resumed the 
leadership of the Irish party considerably im- 
proved in health during the recess. His in- 
tervention has had a very happy effect. Asa 
result of the conference with Morley the front 
Opposition bench and the Parnellites will con- 
centrate the opposition to the crimes bill on 
the striking proposal to make the battle a 
series of short engagements, instead of con- 
fusion and petty skirmishes. The Govern- 
ment is still anxious to adopt revolutionary 
measures for closing the debate, but for the 
presentare entirely frustrated and reduced to 
watching events, seeking fresh excuses for 
arbitrary measures. 

THE DAILY NEWS DIRECTORSHIP. 

There is no truth in the story that O’Connor 
will be the new editor of the Daily News. John 
Morley’s proposed directorship will not come 
off. 

GLADSTONE’S INTIMATION. 

Gladstone intimated yesterday that if the 
public desired he would be again at their serv- 
lee as a Minister of the Crown, though at his 
age it was not certain ha would be called on 
again to assume office. Gladstone’s hopes are 
high, and his physique seems again kt its 
stoutest. 

THE AFGHAN MUDDLE. 

I hear serious reports of the determination 
of the Indian Government to meet Russian ad- 
vances and intrigues on the Afghan frontier by 
an advance to Canabar. Already the advance 
of the railway to Pishia will involve an outlay 
of £2,000 without an annual charge of £750, - 
000. This is only a preliminary step. A de- 
velopment of an Anglo-Indian policy in the 
Beaconsfield direction may be looked for soon. 

Settlement was virtually the only business 
at the Stock Exchange this morning. Money, 
however, is plentifuland the market inclined 
to be bright.

DONOVAN, THE BRIDGE JUMPER. 

Lawrence Donovan was arrested on the 
Westminster Bridge this afternoon while 
attempting to jump thePefrom into the 
Thames, and taken to the Bow Street Police 
Court, where he was charged with disorderly 
conduct. The Constable who arrested Dono- 
van testified that the latter had pulled off his 
coat and hat and climbed upon a parapet of 
the bridge, when he wa arrested by two men 
and dragged to the bridge floor after a 
severe struggle. An enormous crowd 
was attracted to the spot by the 
proceeding. Donovan in his turn complained 
to the magistrate that the police had 
meddied with his affairs. He had wanted to 
show the public that it was possible for him to 
jump from the bridge and swim ashore. The 
magistrate cautioned him against again at- 
tempting the jump and then discharged him.

The scenes witnessed while 
the writs of eviction were being executed were 
deplorable.

FRANCE’S REASONS. 

Lonpon, June 8.—The French Government 
has informed French ambassadors abroad that 
France cannot assent to the Anglo-Turkish 
Convention, except as a basis for negotia- 


tions. 
RUSSIA AND FRANOEB’S OBJECTIONS. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 8.—Sir Henry Drum- 
mond Wolff, the special English representa- 
tive in charge of the Egyptian question, and 
Sir William A. White, the English ambassador 
discussed with the Ottoman Commission last 
evening, the objection of Russia and France to 
the Anglo-Turkish convention relative to 
Egypt. The French and Russian ambassadors 
had declared, in presenting the objections of 
their Governments that the convention was 
contrary to the Sultan’s sovereign 
rights. It is announced that the 
adhesion of the Powers to the 
convention will be invited after it is ratified, 
and that if any of the Powers fail to give 
their sanction within three years such re- 
fusal will be regarded as _ constituting 
an external danger to Egypt, land the British 
evacuation of the country will be postponed. 
The Porte will ratify the convention after the 
Bairam festival.

THE CROWN PRINCE. 

BERLIN, June 8.—If the result of Dr. Mac- 
kenzie’s examination of the Crown Prince’s 
throatis favorable the Prince will start for 
London on Saturday.

DANGEROUS WORK. 

HALIFax, Nova Scotia, June 8.—The Govern- 
ment steamer Newfleld, Oapt. Guildford, has 
returned from repairing the Anticosti, Fox 
River, Bird Rock and Magdalen Island cables. 
This last repair was effected with much diff 
cuity and some danger. Theshore end hangs 
perpendicularly over a cliff 150 feet high and is 
ot avery heavy type, weighing fourteen tons 
to the mile. While the Captain and thirteen 
men were replacing about seventy-five 
fathoms of damaged cable with new the 
overhanging cliff appeared so threatening that 
the men were ordered into the boats. They 
bad not been away five minutes when thirty 
tons of rock fell from the top of the cliff to the 
place where the men had been at work.

The Bloody Vendetta of Hardin County, III., 
Revived.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., June 8.—A dispatch from 
Shawneetown, II., gives the particulars of a 
most dastardly murder which occurred about 
ten miles from Elizabethtown on Monday even- 
ing. Logan Bet, a prominent farmer of 
Harden County, was returning home a little 
after dusk. He had reached a clump of 
trees which surmounted a rocky cliff

Before Judge v t—A Co Case 
Before Judge Dillon — Decisions An- 
nounced by Judge Barclay To-Day—The 
Admonitions of the Appellate Court 
Matters in Litigation. 


The erial of the divorce suit brought by Mrs. 
Clara A. McCosh against Dr. Geo. O. MoCosh 
was set before Judge Valliant to-day in Cir- 
cuit Court No. 3. The dootor made no defense, 
and the hearing was upon the petition filed in 
behalf of Mrs. McOosh by Presley N. Jones. 
They were married on the 12th of October, 1885, 
and they lived together until February of the 
present year. Mrs. MeCosh alleged that from 
the outset of their matrimonial career her 
husband subjected her to indignities, and lat- 
terly he grossly neglected her and failed to 
support her. She has been compelled to rely 
upon her father for the means of sustenance. 
Her husband remained away from 
home at different intervals,taking up his abode 
with his own people, and upon his return if 
she ventured to uttera remonstrance he would 
curse in a shocking manner and tell ber that 
if she did not like itshe knew very well what 
she could do, 

Vrs. MoCosh complained that her husband’s 
treatment of her at all times was 
cold and harsh and he i frequent- 
ly humiliated her in the presence 
of others. She was not permitted to receive 
the visite of her friends and relatives and ber 
husband did everything in his power to make 
her wretched and miserable. On some occa- 
sions he was violent in his actions and used 
his hands upon her. One day he pushed her 
with great violence against a wall. She bore 
this condition of things until life became a 
burden. She asked the court to restore her 
maiden name, 


A Wirtes Denial. 


The divorce suit of Christian Wolf against 
Mary Wolf figured on Judge Dillon’s trial 
docket to-day. The parties were married in 
August, 1888, and they separated on the 18th

A MISSOURI CYCLONE, 


Strange Work by the Wind, Near Marshall, 
Mo.—House Destroyed.

MARSHALL, Mo., June8.—A cyclone visited 
this county yesterday afternoon about four 
o’clock doing much general damage, but very 
severe damage at Little Kock about fifteen 
miles from nere on the Eastern borderof the

The 
storm covered a space ot fifty yards wide, 
leaving destruction toall out-houses, fences 
and trees in its scope.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—The flood yester- 
day was caused by a water -spout west of 
Hooversville, Somerset County, a village on 
the line of the Somerset & Cambria Railroad. 


The village was entirely under water, and 
the destruction of — is great. 
Many thousand logs belonging to the Latrobe 
Lumber Company passed here yesterday. The 
bridges above here were carried off.

The one at 
Coopersdale was entirely bese away, as was 
the one at Von Lumens, neartown. The de- 
struction of property is enormous, but the 
amount cannot be ascertained now. At 
Hooversville the work of the flood is appall- 
ing. Upwards of twenty residences were 
washed off their foundations and deposited on 
the ground. Atleast one hundred families in 
this borough alone lost everything in the lower 
story and cellars of their houses. 

The water having subsided, the scene to-da 
is one of demoralization and ruin. Yards an 
streets are blocked with debris and rubbish;

standing about weeping and mourning over 
their ruined homes. In Grubtown,

THE VANDALIA LINE, 


Opinion of a Pennsylvania Railroad: Oficial - 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 8.—A Pennsyl- 
vania official here, says concerning the recent 


+ Vandalia deal, that the road will not be dis- 


possessed of the Vandalia without striking a 
blow. It is through the terms of the lease 
that the Pennsylvania will confound the pur- 
chasers before the law. The lease provides 
that the Terre Haute 4 Indianapolis 
shall operate the Vandalia jointly 
in the interest of the Terre Haute & 


Indianapolis and the Pennsylvania Company. 
It also stipulates thatthe Terre Haute & Indian- 
apolis shall not makea lower rate over the 

andalia to any road than to the Pennsyl- 
vania. The Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
can bardly operate the Vandaliain ite own and 
the Baltimore & Ohio’s interest and fulfill these 
terms. The first violation will call forth legal 
action for the abrogation of the lease of the 
Vandslia to the Terre Haute & Indtanapo- 
lis. With the western and bigger end 
of its purchase lopped off, the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton Dayton will not find the 
Vandalia of much gervice. It is because of 
these possibilities that the Vandalia has not 
assed beyond the reach of the Pennsylvania.

THE SUNDAY LAW IW Sr. LOUIS. 

One lamentable feature of the impend- 
ing struggle over the enforcement of 
the Sunday laws is that it will be an at- 
tempt to enforce laws opposed by a 
large majority of the people; laws which 
the people of St. Louis have regarded 
and treated as dead letters all their lives. 

In the days when those laws were first 
enforced the aim and intent was to make 
Sunday a cave of penitential seclusion 
and gloom in the life of the people. Cook- 
ing, shaving, everything savoring of 
carnal pleasure or amusement, everything 
done for profit and not absolutely una- 
voidable or not done in the ministration 
of religion or charity—even the running 
of public conveyances to and from church 
for hire—were prohibited as offensive to 
the religious sentiment of the commu- 
nity and as insults to the prevailing theo- 
cratic ideas of government. 

But there is nosuch prevailing religious 
sentiment now. The most pious and ex- 
emplary Christians think it no harm to 
have warm dinners aud extra good ones 
on Sundays, or to ride to church in the 
street cars, or to go on what they con- 
sider innocent pleasure excursions that 
do not interfere with their regular church 
attendance on Sunday. So the en- 
forcement of the law will be mod- 
ified to suit them and the habits 
of the well-to-do upper classes.’’ 
Drinking and feasting at picnics, on 
pleasure excursions, in sumptuous private 
residences andia the elegant mansions 
of the clubs will continue on Sunday as 
formerly, and nobody who can lay in his 
drinks in portable baskets need suffer 
fromadry Sunday at homeor abroad. 
He will be affected by the closing of 
the Beer-taps on Sundays tothe extent 
only that he will be tempted to lay in 
his Sunday supplies in the more con- 
centrated and portable form of strong 
wines and spirits. 

But that great majority of people who 
live not in sumptuous homes, who have 
not the entree of the club-houses, whose 
only day of rest or pleasure is Sunday, 
whose only Sunday relaxation is the 
breezy shade, the music, the flow- 
ers, the cheap and harmless luxuries 
of the beer garden, what will they do 
when deprived of these? They will do 
worse. They will countenance, aid and 
abet evasion and open resistance of the 
law. They will treat it as a tyrannical 
law aimed at them as a class and without 
any justification in morals or sound public 
policy. 

Resistance to a lawregarded as oppres- 
sive toa class is always bitter, and when 
that class happens to be a majority of the 
people and to have the sympathy of a 
majority of the other class, the resistance 
is always triumphant in the end. It will 
be strengthened in this case by the 
natural resentment with which St. Louis 
people regard outside interference in do- 
mestic regulations which concern them 
alone. The home-rule sentiment, always 
strong in the hearts of the American 
people, is outraged by the attempt of 
rural legislators to impose the discipline 
ofa Puritan parish of the seventeenth 
century upon the population of this great 
modern city.

Stricter 
statutes against mortmain tenure are 
needed in this country—statutes com- 
pelling all corporations to dispose of 
every acre not in actual use and not 
necessary tothe business for which the 
company was chartered.

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A Remarkable Case. 


From the New York Tribune. 

A recent dispatch from Kentucky stated that 
& man named Samuel Bernard, who has been 
serving a short term of imprisonment for 
illicit distilling, and who was under indict- 
ment on a charge of murder at London, in the 
same State, set out to walk to the latter place 
immediately upon being released from jail, 
and covering 157 miles in two days, appeared 
in court to plead at the appointed time. Cases 
like this are rare enough to deserve consider- 
ation. Bernard isa ‘‘moonshiner,’’ and that 
generally means a very rough kind of moun- 
taineer, with a particularly elastic theory as 
to the obligations put upon him by the law. 
But it isevident thathe had a eode of his 
own which must have been pretty strongly 
founded, for his ideal of honor went 
as far as it ts possible for simple 
human nature to lift it. He had been 
indicted for murder and (somewhat incom- 
prehensibly) liberated under bon¢s, a circum- 
stance which shows a rather loose practice or 
a fuli understanding of this man’s character. 
To him his word was literally as good as his 
bond. He knew that he was cited to appear 
in court to plead to his indictment on a certain 
day. and the moment he was free he set off to 
surrender himself as the most natural thing to 
do. Itisonly among unsophisticated people 
that this dominant sense of duty seems to pre- 
vail. In the Indian Territory there have been 
like instances. Indians have been con- 
demned to death, the day of execution fixed, 
and then they have been liberated on their 
simple promise to come back at the appointed 
time to be shot. It is said that in no case has 
the pledge been broken. But who ever heard 
of like behavior among the dwellers in cities? 


Debt Reduction or Tax Reduction. 
From the New York WorRLD. 

The public debt statement for May shows a 
debt reduction of $8,888,997 for the month. 
The cash in the Treasury is nearly $500,000, 000. 

Since the close of the war, twenty-two years 
ago, the public debt has been diminished §$1,- 
600,000,000, an average of $73,000,000 a year. 
The debt is now only atrifie over 40 per.cent 
of what it was at ite highest point. 

The amount of taxes collected by the Gov- 
ernment in 1865 was 922, 000, 000. The amount 
collected last year was $336,000,000. So that 
the people are actually taxed $14,000,000 a year 
more than they were inthe year that the war 
ended, 

There can be no more legitimate ‘‘debt re- 

duction’’ after this month, outside the opera- 
tions of the sinking fund. What appears to 
bea reduction will be merely an increase of 
the cash balance in the Treasury. Why 
should the people be taxed to pile up money 
in the Treasury? Why should they be forced 
to anticipate the payment of an unmatured 
debt which will be met at maturity, insensibly 
to them, by the operations of the sinking 
fund? 
The remark of the President’s home journal, 
the Buffalo Courier, that ‘‘an extra session of 
Congress in October is altogether probable, 
ought to be true. 


Senator Jones On His Own Defeat.

In some respects itis a great honor to be 
a Senator of the United States,’’ said ex-Sena- 
tor Jones, placing his hands behind him and 
pacing nervously back and forth across the 
tessellated floor of the Russell House corridor.

The Standard Oil Trust, the Cotton-Seed Oil 
Trust, the Oattle Trust and whatever other 
similar truste there may be, it appears, are to 
be followed bya Rubber Trust. It requires 
but the universal extension of these Trusts to 
abolish competition altogether as an element 
This is but a pre- 
liminary step, supposing that idea is carried 
out in all directions, to establishing the price 
of everything by law; for when it comes to 
an arbitrary dictation of the cost of all 
commodities by producers the consumers 
will adopt the arbitrary policy themselves of 
saying what they shall pay, and there will 
ensue a Collapse of the whole commercial and 
industrial fabric. We take it, however, that 
matters will not go quite so far as this, since 
producers are also consumers. The Trust 
system will be brought to grief in some way 
dSefore the community is. But unfortunately

AN IMPORTANT ART DISCOVERY. 


Works of Hogarth and Thornhill— Lady 
Howard in Court. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LonpoN, June 8.—4 remarkable discovery 
has been made at Greenwich, where some 
artistic gems of rare value have been brought 
to light. These consist of valuable oil paint- 
ings by Hogarth and by Sir James Thornhill, 
whose daughter was married to Hogarth. They 
were discovered in an old butcher-shop in 
Church street, in that town. It appears that 
while painting his magnificent work of art on 
the ceiling of the dome of the Greenwich Hos- 
pital Thornhill lived lived in this house. The 
discovery consists of twenty-seven panels. 
Those by Thornhill are seascapes, 
representing men-of-war of the type 
of the period in action, while 
those by Hogarth are allegorical pictures. 
This house, in which Str James resided, was 
originally built of wood. In the course of 
time the greater part of the wooden structure 
was demolished and replaced by a brick edi- 
fice. The particular room, however, contain- 
ing these panels was left intact. The butcher 
painted all the panels over witharich drab 
stone color, and so they have remained for 
years. The varnish on them, however, was 
so hard that they are uninjured.

While at school her mother 
missed the money and told her husband, who 
went to school Bnd was atly astonished to 
find his daughter in her rich clothing. She 
told her father that the dress and clothes be- 
longed to a girl named Farley. She then left 
the school with her father, but escaped from 
bim before reaching home. The matter was 
then reported to the police. The girl was 
traced to a house at Seventh avenue and 
Twenty-sixth street, where she had rented 
rooms, but she had left when the detectives 
wentthere. Afew days later the detectives 
learned that she was seen walking in Central 
Park, dressed in boy’s clothing. After Mamie 
had been away a week Mrs. McNamara re- 
ceived the following letter: 


Mrs. McNamara: 


Iam sorry to tell you that your daughter has 
committed suicide by shooting herself in my 
rooms on the 27th inst. I buried her Sunday 
in Greenwood Cemetery, at her request, in 
one of my graves, where the rest of my chil- 
dren are buried. She told me not to write to 
you until she was long dead and gone. Iwill 
not state to you the address of where I live; 
simply telling you 4 name, as I intend to 
move, so that no trouble will be created. The 
revolver she used to kill herself is still in 
my possession, and the bullets also. She put 
four bullets into her head; she was sick before 
she killed herself, and 1 had a doctor to see 
her, so when she was dead I only went and got 
the burial license. MRS. WILSON.

The poor mother was greatly worried by this 
letter until Mamie’s teacher assured her that 
Mamie had written it. Yesterday morning at 
7 o’ clock the detectives found her in boy’s at- 
tire in Twenty-eighth street. When asked 
why she had discarded dresses she said that 
the Farley girl had stolen all her fine clothing 
and the money she had. She said 
she did not know where the 
Farley girl lived. At Jefferson Market 
the detectives said they believed she was ly- 
ing, and asked that she be committed fora 
day ortwo. Mamie was given into the care of 
the Society for the Prevention of Oruelty to 
Children and was taken to the rooms, where 
girls clothing was provided for her. She said 
the boy’s suit had been given her by the woman 
with whom she boarded when the girl Farley 
stole all her own clothing.

AX MEN AND WOMENS’ CLUB. 


The Interesting Scheme Undertaken by the 
Nineteenth Century Club. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, June 8.—A special business 
meetigg of the Nineteenth Century Club has 
been called for to-morrow evening for the 
purpose of hearing and acting ona report of 
a Committee on Rooms and Building. This 
report, if adopted, will give by next Novem- 
ber to New York its first co-operative club- 
house for men and women. The club has 


long felt the need of having 2 quur - 
ters, and the President, Mr. Palmer, has ener- 
ished the idea from the organization’s first in- 
ception of its growth into a large men and 
women’s club,- where the two sexes might 
meet on the same footing as members of the 
union or any of the social masculine clubs of 
the metropolis. There is little doubt that the 
report will be adopted and Mr. Palmer’s theory 
put into practice soon. The committee an- 
nounces that it has found an old, spacious and 
well-known city residence ina desirable loca- 
tion, and which can easily be transformed into 
a well-equipped and appointed club-house, 
with restaurant, library, billiard, committee 
and other rooms, and to which a hallin which 
1,200 persons can be seated can be added ata 
slight cost. It further suggests that the 
resent membership of 1 be raised to 
100, ond that there shall be two classes of 
members—club- house members who shall pay 
$100 initiation fee, and $50 annual dues, and 
lecture members who shall pay $25 annual 
dues, but who shall not be admitted to the 
privileges of the club- house except on lecture 
nights. It is-estimated that 800 outof the 
members will wish to become club-house 
members, and that their dues and initiation 
fees will be sufficient to defray the rental and 
other expenses. There is much interest among 
the members of the club regarding the plan, 
and the experiment of a men and women’s 
club, if tried, will certainly be an interesting 


one.

An Eastern exchange says: It is more than 
likely that the League and American Assoeia- 
tion will take some action before long looking 
to a total abolition of ‘‘coaching’’ during 
games. If done properly and not allowed to 
run to an extreme coaching is all right; but 


when players gather along the chalk lines and 
keep up an incessant chatter and badinage 
with no other object than to rattle the op- 
posing players, the practice becomes a nuis- 
ance and is a —4 ty annoyance to the au- 
dience. In alluding to this matter the Oincin- 
nati Enquirer said recently: 

On Sunday last a game was played in this 
city, when, by mutual consent of Managers 
Barnie and Schinelz, no coaching was allow 
ed. It was by all odds the most quiet, orderly 
and interesting game that has been played on 
the Cincinnati grounds this season. There 
was very littie hooting and yelling on the part 
of the audience,and everybody left the grounds 
satisfied that the game had been won and lost 
on its merits. The noisy, bullying style of 
coaching has increased from season to season 
until now it has become a nuisance and a 
stench in the nostrils of the spectators, and if 
some remedy is not applied the better class of 
patrons will be driven from the game.’’

‘*The Athletic players during the past week 
introduced the system ot noisy coaching here 
and succeeded in thoroughly disgusting the

A MILLION INVOLVED. 


The Suit of the Denis Heirs for Valuable 
Property in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, III., June 8.—A bill was filed in the 
Superior Court yesterday by Oliver Denis, Jr., 
and others against Ezra B. McCagg, a well- 
known lawyer ofthis city, to recover twenty 
acres of valuable land in Chicago. The com- 
plainants are aboutadozen heirs of Oliver 
Denis, who was a French-Canadian, who came 
to Chicago in 1846 with his family. 


It is claimed that he knew but 
little English. In 1847 he bought the 
land for $1,000, from Francis G. 
Blanchard, paying $300 in cash and giving a 
mortgage on the land for $700. The mortgage 
not being paid, the land was sold by Blanch- 
ard to Paul Cornell in 1851, Denis having died 
in 1849. Cornell proceeded to foreclose the 
land, and the widow Denis appealed to her 
son-in-law, John B. Valliquette, who was then 
in the employ ofthe law firm of Scammon & 
McCagg. He applied to Mr. McCagg, who, it 
is claimed, promised to advance the money 
if the property was conveyed to him as 
security. This was done, but no sooner 
had McCagg received the deed than he, accord- 
ing to the bill, claimed to be the owner of the 


property and induged the children to give him | 


quitclaim deeds of thetr interest, the widow, 
however, not doing so... His title was not 
questioned until 1861, when a bill was filed by 
some of the heirs to assert their rights. Then 
a decision of the Supreme Court held that Mr. 
McCagg held the property in trust for the 
beirs. The case went back to the Superior 
Court, and the story isthatthe lawyer for 
the heirs sold them out and allowed 
a decree to be entered in favor of 
McCage. That they then gave up the 
fight unfil 1882, when they endeavored to have 
the alleged fraudulent decree, which had been 
destroyed in the great fire, restored to the 
files. This was refused by Judge Garnett. 
The object of the present suit is now to have 
the original mandate of the Supreme Court of 
the State in favor of the heirs carried into ef- 
fect and Mr.McCagg compeliled to turn over the 
balance of the property in his hands and ac- 
count for the part sold. The property is said 
to have been worth $400,000 at the time of the 
Supreme Court decision, and is now valued at
